The plowing pattern of violence 
in labor disputes is becoming too 
obvious to be Ignored. There was 
violence in the recent textile strike 
in Paris, Ontario, violence In many 
parts of the world in the past and 
present struggle between warring 
seamens unions. There has been ser« 
ions violence at Asbestos. Quebec, 
and violence at the strike-bound 
Heywood-Wakefleld plant at Orillia. 
Ontario. Violence is not an argument 
it must not be permitted to succeed. 
For a law that Is openly defied or 
carelessly maintained discredits nil 
law. True, the great bulk or organ* 
ized workers are on of sympathy 
with such tactics. They recognize 
that there are sound laws for their 
protection, and a weight of public 
opinion on their side. Yet a few hot 
heads continue to force violence on 
a majority. We want to know why? 
I lie answer is tragically simple. No¬ 
body neither labor's cooler heads 
nor the public at large nor respons¬ 
ible officialdom is sufficiently con* 
coined. Labor says “Well, they may 
get something for me.” The public 
says: “It isn't my business.” Official¬ 
dom says: “Ixiok at the votes invol¬ 
ved.” So we sell out our birthright 
of law and order. 

At Asbestos there lies been trouble 
serious trouble. The Catholic church 
has disproved the precipitous strike 
action of a Catholic union. The Que¬ 
bec government had declared the 
Htrikn IlleiTHl end has sen# police to 
maintain order. The police were man¬ 
handled. public safety was jeopard* 
I zed, the Itiot Act was read and num¬ 
bers were arrested. And the public 
it took up collections for the rioters 
It challenged the action of the gov¬ 
ernment. “It will be the end of Dup* 
lessis”. say responsible union offic¬ 
ials who are not directly involved. 
Again we ask why? Because we, the 
people, cannot make up our minds 
where our loyalties lie. Why not 
make it up this way? Not for man¬ 
agement, Not for labor, but for the 
law that is very much our business 
and that our carelessness is discred¬ 
iting.

Sometime ago I received from un 
American correspondent a booklet 
entitled; "Our Couscr'Viitlon Job". It 
dealt with the filiation in the United 
Slates but wan almost equally app¬ 
licable to Canadian conditions. 

I pent It out to a farmer friend 
of mine who la a competent critic, 
one who understands the problems of 
today, and Is not Indifferent to the 
days after tomorrow. This morning 
1 have his answer. 1 pass iton to you 
1 expect to review this booklet at an 
early date—here is the opinion of my 
farmer friend. Head it. read it care¬ 
fully. 

"The rate at which we are using 
tip the natural resources of this con¬ 
tinent is alarming, the Increase iq 
tho rate Is appalling. 

"The world that Bonaparte set out 
to conquer differed but little from 
the world that Caesar had conquer¬ 
ed. but the world that llitllcr under¬ 
took to conquer was within sight 
of complete exhaustion of many of 
its lu^st essential materials. 

"It is nly 15 generations since the 
white man came to America. What 
will tliip continent be like when an¬ 
other 16 generations have worked 
their will upon it? If we keep on as 
we are doing, it will be deadas the 
moon. The moon has no atmosphere, 
the earth will have non eltliei if 
man keeps on discovering new ways 
of robbing tomorrow In order to in¬ 
crease todays' enjoyment. 

"Of all the millions of stars in the 
sky we have no evidence of even one 
to compare with the earth in beauty 
and life, and the possibilities of hap¬ 
piness. yet man, tlie creature who 
can get tin* greatest happiness out 
of it is destroying it at such a rate 
that it may soon bo uninhabitable. 
What a creature. 

"I agree with most of the sugg¬ 
estions In this booklet but tbe big 
task^ls to awaken the people to the 
facts of the situation and try to 
impel them to action. Is this possible 
in a democracy? 

Its a relief sometimes to find a 
kindly word for the Member of Parl¬ 
iament. Theoretically, members of 
parliament could be better there is 
no doubt about that. When we have 
better constituents we will have a 
higher type of member In the House 
<»f Commons. 

The M.P Is not paid too much. 
Stjooo a year may seem a great deal 
to some people but the Income tax 
takes a chunk out of It despite the 


fact that |2,000 is exempt as it 
should be. He has to live away 
from home for about six months of 
the year. The astonishing thing to 
me Is that so many are willing to 
accept the Job. It has Its pleasures 
but it has its miseries. There are, 
of course, higher rewards but many 
tilings ari* in the way of a man who 
aspires to become a leader In polit¬ 
ical life, and much worry when it Is 
achieved. 1 have ateelin of gratitude 
to the man who takes the risks and 
abandons business to enter into the 
field ol politics. 

That very competent lady Mrs. 
Katherine Marshal, editor and pro¬ 
prietor of the Elora Express gives 
the corrcc point of view: 

"It wouldn't hurt she writes", "If 
we were to show a morsel of grati¬ 
tude to the men who understand and 
who have undertaken to attend to the 
country's business. They spend, as a 
rule, strength, time and money for a 
very poor eventual reward. Even 
fame fades quickly and a few attain 
a very great degree of that rare com¬ 
modity. All these things should be 
remembered as tin* campaign gets 
under way and maybe a little Christ¬ 
ian charity on the part of the Canad 
iau electorate would have surprising 
results. At any rate it wouldn’t hurt 
to try."

Freezing preserves the flavour and 
natural characteristics of a huge 
number of foods, says A. W. Moyle 
Fruit and Vegetable Products Labor 
atory. Dominion Experimental Slat 
ion. SummerlRiul, B. C.. Strawbe$r 
ies, raspberries, peaches peas, corn, 
btoccoli. spinach and asparagus are 
examples of fruits and vegetables 
that freeze very successfully. Oti the 
other hand, freezing of celery, lett¬ 
uce. cucumbers, radishes, pears and 
watermelons has, so far, been unsat¬ 
isfactory. It should be pointed out, 
too. that certain varieties of the 
same fruit or vegetable are more ad¬ 
aptable to freezing than others. In 
addition the quality in the frozen 
product deppends not only upon the 
type and quality of tho raw material 
but also upon the method of freezing 
pre-treatment, packing, type of stor¬ 
age* and care in handling until it 
reaches the consumer’s .table. 

Spoilage changes in thawed frozen 
foods are similar to those taking 
place In the fresh product, but pro¬ 
ceed at a very much faster rate. 
Many consumers do not appreciate 
this fact, believing that frozen pro¬ 
ducts like canned foods, will keep 
indefinitely in the unopened contain¬ 
er. I his is not so. Frozen foods are 
not sterile. They should be used 
preferably before thawing Is com¬ 
plete. 

Food in the frozen state is subject 
to dehydration unless covered with 
a film of ice or oil. or packaged in 
tin or other moisture vapour-proof 
containers. Changes caused by the 
presence of oxygen may also ouecur 
J he effect of this oxidative process 
may be lessened by the use of air¬ 
tight packages. In some Instances 
the addition of sugar or an anti-oxl- 
dant such as ascorbic ■ acid, to fruit 
packs, has decidedly beneficial eff¬ 
ects on colour and flavour. To retain 
deslreable colour, flavour and text¬ 
ure in vegetables, it is essential that 
they be properly blanched (scalded)

in boiling water or steam before 
cooling, packaging and freezing. This 
preliminary treatment is necessary 
to prevent undesireable changes 
which may otherwise take place in 
the frozen vegetables. 

Some foods may be stored longer 
than others but there should be no 
carryover from season to season. To 
retain maximum quality In the froz¬ 
en product for a twelve-month per¬ 
iod of storage, it is essential that 
the product be stored at 0 degrees 
F. orlower. At this temperature, pro¬ 
vided that they have been properly 
prepared and ackaged, foods in the 
frozen, state at e not subject to ser¬ 
ious chemical, physical or microbi- 
ogicnl changes. Storage temperature 
higher than 0 degrees F. especially if 
they are fluctuating are detrimental 
to quality, and under such conditions 
undesireable changes will occur lit 
foods relatively quickly. 

In comparison with unrefrigerated 
fruits and vegetables quickfreezing 
conserves the vitamins. It also prov 
ides a more interesting and varied 
diet. This method of food preservat¬ 
ion has made great strides in the 
past few years, and as the years go 
by will become of even greater value 
to the busy housewife.

GROWING UI» 

The attitudes of parents towards 
each other have a tremenous influen¬ 
ce on the behavioua and attitudes 
of the children, says Miss Christine 
McIntyre. Instructress in Social and 
Family relationships at the Olds 
School of Agriculture. The best par¬ 
ent is the one who is himself a well 
adjusted individual. 

Length of adolescence— of the 
prowing up period- has changed con 
siderably in recent years. Early Can¬ 
adian children left home at an aver¬ 
age age of 16 years, and often before 
to launch out on careers of their 

own. Modern young people depend on 
parents until they are IK to 20 and 
occasionally even 22 years of age ( 
Miss McIntyre suggests that parents 
should endeavor to provide ways and 
means of aiding young people to be¬ 
come more independent, to become 
producers as well as consumers In 
the home. Kven at an early age, 
children can start by helping with 
various tasks within their ability. 


There are two objectives In citiz¬ 
en development. Adolescent students 
should b helped to stop acting like 
adolescents as soon as possible They 
should be given an understanding of 
the requirements of adult behaviour 
They should also be taught to realise 
that one can be an adult In years 
and In physical and mental develop¬ 
ment, and still behave as an imature 
person both emotionally and soc¬ 
ially. Failure on the Job on approx¬ 
imately 90 percent of the cases 
means immaturity—undesirebale per¬ 
sonality traits carried over from 
childhood. Broken or disorganized 
homes usually develop from emotion¬ 
ally or socially Immature individuals 
Adult responsibility In this growing 
up process might be stated briefly as 
follows says Miss McIntyre: 

Tbet adul should set a good example 
by being htmselr emotionally and 
socially mature. He will give wise 
guidance by introducing young people 
to life gradually, and not try to pro¬ 
tect them from It. He will stimulate 
growth in Independence, and as fast 
as the young people show ability to 
assume responsibility he will let 
them take over. 

TRACTORS CAUSE OF 
MANY. ACCIDENTS 

Tractors account for 2X f A of farm 
machinery accidents in the United 
States according to official figures 
and most often It Is while cranking 
the tractor that farmers get sprained 
wrists or arms. Next frequently re¬ 
ported are accidents that happen 
while attaching other Implements 
to tractors, being struck or run over 
by tractors that tip over or rear, and 
Jumping or falling off trai tors. 

Combines ami threshing machines 
account for about a third as many 
accidents as tractors and coin pick- 
us and corn shellers account for 
six per cent of machine accidents. 
Home machinery used chiefly by wo¬ 
men accounts for only three per cent 
ot all machinery accidents. 

Though these figures apply to 
farms In the United States there Is 
no reason to assume that machinery 
accidents are less frequent In Can¬ 
ada. More careful handling of farm 
and homo machinery will prevent 
i any aches and pains, or accidents 
of a more serious nature. 


Qai. C'&p&U Policy 

The special session of the Alberta 
legislature held last week, decided 
upon a ‘policy’ for the exportation 
of natural gas from this province A 
bill was passed giving sweeping pow¬ 
er to the Conservation Hoard over 
Such powers will be exercised under 
the provinces oil and gas resources, 
the direction of the cabinet. 

The administration of Alberta’s oil 
and gas resources Is a heavy res- 
ponsiblelty. The objective is to use 
these resources for the best interest 
of the province. 

The Dinning report showed known 
reserves of natural gas to be 4.26 
trillion cubic feet. Present consumpt¬ 
ion is 50 billion cubic feet a year, 
so that there is now sufficient gas 
in sight for fifty years oT Alberta’s 
current requirements. 

But if there is an increase In gas 
consumption in Alberta of 3.5 billion 
cubic feet a year, and if erports are 
permitted to go to Manitoba, Saskat¬ 
chewan and British Columbia, reserv¬ 
es should be at a figure of 13 tril¬ 
lion cubic feet. 

1 lie Dinning Report recommends 
that expoits should not be permitted 
to disturb the structure of gas pric¬ 
es within Alberta. The report also 
< omments ^hat Alberta is a stronger 
bargaining position in the matter of 

gas export and this strength should 
be used Judicially and for the wel¬ 
fare of the people of this province. 

The Manning government, up to the 
present, has shown considerable ast-
